The tray, containing from $2,000 to 65.000 
used on the counter, was set on top of the 
safe inside the vault. I closed the middle 
doorand turned the combination knob, I 
then left by the front door, went to lunch, and 
was back at the bank by ten minutes of 1, be- 
ing absent but forty minutes. I entered by 
the front door, and as I passed through the 
depositors’ room my foot struck a big chisel. 
I picked it up, but thought of nothing un- 
usual, as the plumoers had been in 
the building and 1 supposed they 
had dropped it on the way out. In ten 


minutes Assisiant Cashier Jonn M. Brown | 


came in and I remarked that the plumbers 
had dropped a chisel. Mr. Brown became un- 
easy and we instituted an investigation, find- 
ing the rear window priéd open, the back door 
unlocked, and another door broken open. The 
vault door was closed apparently just as I 
left it less than an hour before, We opened 
it and looked at the tray on top of the safe. 
That too was as I left it. After getting inside 
the safe it required but a glance to see that a 
robbery had been committed. How much 
was gone I could not teil. A pile of $14,000 
in gold had been greatly decreused and I 
could readily see that a vast amount of paper 
money had been removed. Not a bit of silver 
had been touched. My balance shows that 
the exact amount taken is $15,900. 


Luck in Turning Bolts. 


On the counter was quite a sum in change, 
but it had not been disturbed, Everything 
possible seems to have been done to prevent 
suspicion, and had it not been for the chisel 
it might have been some time before we 
would have discovered the robbery, The 
vault door being apparently as I left it rather 
puzzles me, but I have come to the conclu- 
sion thatin turning the combination knob I 
did not turn it quite far enough to scatter the 
tumblers. By mere luck the robber happened 
to turn it in the right direction to enable him 
to throw back the bolts and open the door. 
Had he turned the knob half an inch the other 
way he could not have opened the door with- 
out powder or some other explosive, I do not 
believe this could have been done in the forty

The story of the robbery as told herewith is 
after the theory of the police and the bank 
It is likely the correct one, but is 
largely guess-work.

The boldness of the deed becomes more 
surprising as the details are gradually brought 
to light. These details also show how care- 
fully the plan was laid, how great the chances 
were, and what desperation nerved the rob- 
bers. Undoubtedly the bank was carefully 
guarded at every point. All the men were 
probably armed heavily and ready for imme- 
diate action. Had the one in the bank been 
discovered che watchers would have caused 
trouble on the outside, resulting in a hot run- 
ning fight and a probable loss of life.

So.generous have been the donations 
there is enough already to fill this space, and 
Prof. Putnam thinks within ten years the 
trustees will be called upon to construct a 
museum building better adapted to such pur- 
poses than the Fine Arts Building. It is di- 
vided into a number of small rooms, but it 
serves an admirable purpose of a temporary 
home for the museum. 5 

The committee tramped around for two 
hours yesterday viewing all the rooms and 
arranging for the displays. Prof. Putnam 
carried around a chart, and after the exami- 
nation he and Dr. Chamberlain, the latter 
representing Chicago Un.versity, agreed sub- 
stantially upon the apportionment of the 
space.

Aguilar Ends a Domestic Quarrel with 
Kerosene- He May Be Lynched. 


Los Anceues, Cal., Dec. 7.—[Special.}]— 
Aguilar married a young woman last Sep- 
tember named Silas. The marriage was 
against the wishes of the parents of the girl 
who knew Aguilar to be a brutal fellow.

‘GOODRICH POINTED OUT TO AN or- 
 PIOER BY AN .AOQUAINTANOE. - 


Encountered on Washington Street and 
Followed Until He Goes Into the North- 
western Station=The Policeman Who Is 
Told of His Identity Looks at the Young 

Man, Then Tarns Away and Does Noth- 
ins- Detectives Say They Have Had 4 
False Description. 

Charles Goodrich, whom the police want in 
connection with the Wilmette murder, was 
seen in Chicago Wednesday evening only a 
short half-block from detective headquarters. 
At 5:45 o’clock Goodrich was in a newspaper 
office on Washington street. He lingered 
there some minutes scribbling on scraps of 
paper and then turned west on Washington 
street. At La Salle street he turned and 
Wwaiked slowly north. Towards the river he 
went, stopping once in a while at street cor- 
ners as though in doubt what to do. The 
man who followed had worked side by side 
with Goodrich for many months, and knew 
him as wellasone man can know another. 
This man had read the story of the finding of 
the clothes in Sherman's basement and the 
report that they had last been worn by Good- 
rich. As they went along—the watcher and 
the watched—they met a policeman. To the 
officer the man who. was trailing Goodrich 
‘said: 

** Officer, you remember about that mur- 
der case in Wilmette?” 

Les,“ said the policeman, 

„Well, you know they say a man named 
Goodrich knew a lot avout it!“ 

Les,“ replied the officer, ** I heard that. 

Well that’s Goodrich right there,” said 
the man. I worked with him for months and 
I would know him anywhere. I’ve followed 
ree for the last ten minutes. That’s Good- 
rich.“ 

“ Is that so!?“ said the officer unconcerned 
ly; turned round and walked away. 

The man who had followed Goodrich was 
somewhat disgusted at this turn of affairs. 
He watched Goodrich disappear into the 
crowd of home-goers at the Northwestern 
Depot and then he went about his. business 
‘convinced that the police did not want Good- 


rich. a 
He Had Been Seen in City Hall. 

This is not the first time Goodrich has been 
seen in this city. Only a few days ago anoth- 
er man recognized him in the City Hall ele- 
vator. but did not notify the police until two 
days later. Up to six months ago Goodrich 
worked forthe abstract firm of Haddock, 
Vallette & Rickords. The recognition of 
Goodrich Wednesday night was by an em- 
ployé of the same firm, The police say itis not 
their fault Goodrich has not been arrested, as 
the description furnished them was about as 
unlike the man as it could be made. Instead 
of being tall, dark, stout, and well-dressed 
Goodrich isa slight blonde and is not well- 
dressed. The man the detectives were look- 
ing for was supposed to be wearing the 
clothes stolen from Sherman’s house at Wil- 
mette and te have a good overcoat. In- 
stead he wears a dirty, greasy, tattered 
suit; has a cap pulled down over his eyes, 
and wilks witha limp. His shoes are worn 
out. He appears to be penniless, as he was 
seen to ask alms of people he met. 

Detective Weibasky at first denied that a 
man had reported to headquarters that he 
had seen Goodrich within twenty-four hours. 
When told the same man had made the same 
report elsewhere he admitted it. 

Well, you can't blame the police,” said 
the detective. “We were working in the 
dark. We have no picture of Goodrich and 
the description given usisas different from 
that gtren by his ) ast 

be. Ifthe description we now have is the 
right one we will have the man within 
twenty-four hours. Luckily for ua the man 
we want doesn’t seem to read the papers or 
we would never find him. We know who the 
third man was and he is laid away where we 
can get him when we want him.”’ 

Called Himself Norton While at Work. 

The man who followed Goodrich is anxious 
that his name should not be made public. He 
said: “I know Goodrich well and was quite 
familiar with him. He was a quiet, self-con- } 
tained fellow. He worked here some while, 
und I gathered he had left home because o. 
trouble with his stepmother. After he left 
here I lost track of him. I knew he some- 
times called himself Norton, and when I read 
the newspaper accounts I connected him with 
the affair. That is why I followed him.“ 

George E. Rickcords said: Charlies Good- 
rich was discharged from here because he was 
a thief. He was employed. delivering abstracts 
and he embezzled nearly $100 of our money. 
That is absolutely ali I know about him.“ 

An unexpected clew has developed in the 
identity of the revolver found in the rums of 
Wheeler’s house. It was given out by the po- 
lice that the weapon showed five cartridges 
discharged by the hammer and one by the 
peat. An examination of the weapon shows 
the reverse. One cartridge only was fired, 
the others exploded from heat. It is thought 
| quite probable that a man would carry a re- 
volver having one chamber discharged, but 
they could not account fora man carrying a 
gun with only one shot in it. The police have 
followed this clew quietly, and now hope to 
prove that the weapon was stolen from 
Sherman’s house and left at Wheeler’s by 
Norton. 

The groceryman with whom Goodrich was 
so familiar was Joha Duchamp, who formerly 
worked for Kinney at Wilmette. One day 
last summer Duchamp was found in the woods 
badly beaten. He was laid up for a week, 
but steadily refused to tell who were his as- 
sailants. Allhe would say was that three 
men from Chicago and one from Wilmette 
had “done him up.“ Duchamp has left 
town, but the police think he dan tell some- 
thing of the three men who lived in the 
woods.

MARBLEHEAD BEATS CONTRACT SPEED. 


The New Cruiser Wins a Substantial Bonus 
forthe Contractors -The Time Made. 

New Lowdown, Conn., Dec. '7.—Under most 
favorable conditions today the new cruiser 
Marblehead developed an average speed of 
18.94 knots over a seventy-two mile course 
on the sound, thirty-six against and thirty-six 
with the tide aa | will bring its builders a 
bonus of $175,000.

FEED TWO THOUSAND AT A TIME. 


Robert Greer Will Donate His Services 
and Utensils but Needs a Building. 

Two thousand of the poor and nee iy of Chi- 
cago may be fed at one time and 10.000 to 
15,000 given meals each day if the plan of 
Robert Greer is carried into effect. Mr. Greer 
is possessed of ranges, kitchen utensils, and 
plain tableware in sufficient quantities for the 
serving of 2,000 people at the same time and 
he now proposes to furnish all thisand to give 
his time to the management of a huge euting- 
house for the unemployed if a suitable room 
can besecured down-town and the money 
raised for the purchase of food for cooking. 

Mr. Greer says he needs aroom with 20, 
000 square feet, but, if this is not obtainable, 
a smaller one could be used, and, if neces- 
sarv, two or more places might be opened. 
The material is that purchased by Mr. Greer 
when he was given the contract by the World’s 
Columbian Exposition and the United States 
Government for the feeding of 10,000 State 
troops and 4,000 regular soldiers here at the 
time of the dedication of the World’s Fair in 
October of last year. The stuff was used 
again during August at Camp Aitgeld for the 
2.500 members of the Lilinois National 
Guard. He also ran a big lunch- room ca led 
** The Convenience at Sixty-first street and 
Stony Isiand avenue, and he is part owner of 
the Ravenswood dairy lunch-rooms. 

Mr. Greer makes this proposition: 

Feeling confident that measures on a lar 
scale must be adopted —— that s ily for the 
satisfying of the hunger of the suffering poor of 
this city, I hereby make the following proposi- 
tion: I will furnish ranges, kitchen utensils. and 
plain tableware sufficient to accommodate 2,000 

rsous at one erg and will arrange a system 

or the cooking and distribution of food in co- 
operation with other citizens or with charity or 
benevolent organizations. It will be easy by this 
means to furnish 10.000 to 15,000 meais a day. 
There will be no — for my services nor for 
the use of the outfit. If any one has a buil 
centrally located suitable for this purpose an 
will donate the use of it for, say, three months, 
undoubtedly contributions of food and money 
can be obtained to make the movement a success. 
The question of lodging the homeless can be dis- 
cussed when some -. presents a comprehensive 
and practical plan. The feeding part I am ready 
to go on with at once, and if a building and food 
contributions can be had the movement can be 
started in one week.

UNCLE SAM PROFITS BY THE FAIR, 


He Will Make Clear Half a Million Dol- 


Fair at Chicago has proved a source of con- 
siderable revenue to the United States. A 
statement forwarded by Collector Clark at 
Chicago shows customs duties aggregating 
$656,076 have been paid on World’s 
Fair exhibits which have been sold 
or which are retained in this country. At a 
reasonable estimate the value of exhibits sold 
or retained amounts to $2;000,000. The ex- 
pense attached to the coilection of these 
duties, etc., amounted to $167,916, leaving 
tothe United States a ciear profiton the 
Worid's Fair from customs duties up to Dec.

Afcver Long Delay the Chicago Relief and

Scattered through the city is 
acountiess multitude of people whom the 
hard times and tne cold weathe have reluced 
to a condition of suffering. They shiver over 
their fireiess stoves and are unable to cook 
their scanty food for want of fuel. That they 
have not had access to these 2.000 
loads before has caused much criticism. 
Chief Allison was the first person to suggest 
it. His attention was attracted by the bon- 
fires that were kept going all day on the lake 
shore in front of the Manufactures Building 
to burn this woolup. He expressel to a re- 
porter for Tun Trisune his indignation at the 
waste, and declared the poor people of Chica- 
go should be allowed to enter the park and 
carry away this wood during the bitter cold 
weather. It was his protest, published in Tun 
Tarox. that first attracted the attention of

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MEYER TRIAL BEGINS. 


ALLEGED MURDERER OF LUDWIG 
BRANDT GROWS EXOITED. 


He Flies Inte a Passion and Denounces a 
Statdment of the Assistant District At- 
torney- Mrs. Meyer Is Merry and Laughs 
Outright at the Allusions Made to Her 
-The Opening Address to the Jury 
Details Meyer’s Alleged Frauds Upon 
Insurance Companies, 


New York, Dec. 7.—[Special.]|—The trial 
of Dr. Henry C. F. Meyer, charged with mur- 
dering Ludwig Brandt that he might defraud 
four insurance companies of this city, is now 
well under way, the jury-box having been 
filled and the prosecution’s opening address 
made today. The twelfth juror was obtained 
at4o’clock in the afternoon, after almost 
four days had been spent in examining 400 of 
the 700 talesman, Of the many dramatic in- 
cidents of the day the principal occurred when 
Assistant District Attorney McIntyre was 
opening for the people. Quoting the words 
used by un officer of the Mutual Insurance 
company to Mrs. Meyer when, as Mrs. Baum, 
she endeavored to collect the insurance on 


the pale, sunken-cheeked defendant, and, shak- 
ing his fingers at him, exclaimed: ‘*‘ This Dr. 
Meyer is a notorious man and has been tried 
twice for murder.“ 

It's a lie! a lie, an infamous lie!“ yelled 
Dr. Meyer. He was no longer pale. As he 
half arose from his chair, as if to make a per- 
sonal attack on the prosecutor, his face 
flushed a vivid red, his eyes, which are usually 
roving, were set and glittered ominously; 
his slight form trembled with passion and he 
looked the embodiment of vindictiveness. 
Young Mr. Chauler, one of the counsel for 
the defense, who sat immediately in front of 
the defendant, about faced in an in- 
stant, and catching his client by 
the coat collar forced him back into 
his chair. He did not attempt to regain his 
feet and seemed to recover his composure at 
once. All through Mr. Melntyre's address he 
was chafing against the arraignment of him- 
self and his methods. With his hands clasped 
before him he seemed to be restraining some 
rebellious instinct, and the long, bony, mus- 
cular fingers were ever twisti and twining 
around one another. At an r time Mr. 
McIntyre again approached him and ex- 
claimed : 

** You, O Meyer, drew that money from 
the insurance gn on 

The prisoner looked him steadily in the eye 
‘and vigorously shook his head in dental. 

Conduct of Mra. Meyer. 

Very different was the conduct of the pris- 
onet’s pretty wife. who is herself in the valley 
of the shadow of death. She satin one cor- 
ner of the room all day with her blonde 
haired friend, Mrs. Manger. and another 
blonde, who looked like a eister of the doc- 
tor and Mrs. Manger. All through the trial 
she chatted gayly with her companions and 
laughed occasionally. 

* This defendant who sits over there,“ ex- 
claimed Mr. McIntyre, turning and pointing 
toward her, as he told how she had endeav- 
ored to get the insurance money, donned 
widow's weeds, and going to the offices of the 
sompany said, I am so sorry to lose a man 
who was so good to me.“ 

This seemed to strike the co-defendant as 
—＋ 2 for, throwing back her 
head, she laughed long and heartily. In fact 
a smile was on her face almost constantly. 
Many times during the day the prisoner and 
his wife exchanged signals, he solemn visaged 
and calm, she merry and apparently happy. 
Her demeanor gave rise to the rumor that she 
had deserted the prisoner in his hour of need 
and had turned State’s evidence. This, how- 
ever, was emphatically denied by all the law- 
yers. 

The prosecution's — developed the 
fact that there was e Gustav Heinrich Joseph 
Maria Baum, whose name Brandt afterward 
assumed, and that he had been in prison in 
Chicago with Dr. Meyer, Brandt, Muller. 
The last heard of him by the prosecution was 
that he was in jail in the City of Mexico. It 
was rumored that the defense would 

roduce him in court. A remark of 

r. Meyer also bint d at what 
may be a surprise which his lawyers 
have in store. uring the noon recess he 
said itively that Brandt was still alive and 
— be brought forward in his behalf. This 
he said in support ofaclaim that no one had 
been murdered by him, and that while ad- 
mitting the fraud on the insurance companies 
he had palmed off a nameless corpse, 

“ They may produce the original Baum in 
the flesh, said Mr. McIntyre when his atten- 
tion was called to this claim, but unfortu- 
nately for them they can never bring Brandt 
back to life again.“ 

Court-Room Is Crowded. 


It wasa crowded court-room that Justice 
Barrett faced when he ascended the bench and 
the trial was resumed, Seated not far from 
the prisoner was Carl Muller, alias Wimmers, 
who was one of Meyer’s alleged accomplices, 
and who has given his evidence for the people. 
He, it is understood, will be the first witness 
tomorrow morning. Besiaes these was his 
wife, Mary Weiss, whom, it is alleged, Meyer 
was poisoning in Toledo in furtherance of 
another insurance swindle when she ran 
away. She it was who, when first brought 
here by the District-Attorney and sent to a 
Brooklyn boarding-house, ran away and was 
captured in Rochester. Since then she and 
her husband have been in the House of De- 
tention. 

While Judge, jurors, and lawyers were 
ne their legs after the jury had been 

Ambrose QO. Neal, the fifth juror 
who had been chosen Tuesday, applied to the 
Judge to be excused. He said that he felt 
unable to act through the trial without 
serious impairment of his health, as al- 
ready the responsibility was beginning to 
weigh too heavily on him.

POINTS TO CHICAGO'S GREAT DESTINY. 


O. M. Babcock Prophesies That the City 
Will Have 10,000,000 People. 

“Ten million inhabitants and a city limits 
which “will extend far beyond the Indiana 
State line.“ That is the future which O. M. 
Babcock prophesied for Chicago in a lecture 
delivered before the members of the Chicago 
Real Estate Board yesterday afternoon. 

The speaker said that progress had moved 
westward from Asia, 4 in London and 
Paris in the line of march. These two cities 
stood today foremost in commerce 

Crossing the Atlantic the line 
be traced to Philadelphia and 
it extended west ‘to the 
Pacific. In America u line could be drawn to 
representa transverse axis connecting the 


| Hudson Bay and the Gulf of Mexico between 


which two great waters an enormous com- 
merce will be earried on. The speaker then 
showed that Chicago was located in a close 
proximity of the point where the transverse 
axis and the imaginary line of progress 
crossed one another. 

The theory Mr. Babeock laid down at- 
tempted to prove that the North American 
continent was destined for political — 4 by 
natural arrangement. He went on to show 
that its central portion will become 
the most densely populated of any 
portion on the continent. And 
it will become. the ruling section. The 
cities along the shores of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific were distributive in their nature, while 
the cities in the central section were always 
concentrative, He pointed out that in the 
central portion two cities were leading as 
trade centers 
the rivers and lakes. He did not mention 
the names of any city. 

As the population grows ten times these 
sections least populated, he. urged, will in- 
crease first. And Chicago will keep pace in- 
creasing ten fold and gaining a total of 10, 
000,000 inhabitants. 


NO GENERAL DISCUSSION OF ART CANONS. 


Sunset Club Men Fail to Enter Enthusiast- 
ically Into the Subject. 

The members of the Sunset club are not 
enthusiastic on art as a subject for discussion. 
Only sixty-five members gathered at last 
evening’s dinner at the Grand Pacific to dis- 
cuss the question, Are There Any Canons of 
Art?” Judge McConnell was the Chairman, 
and W. M. R. French opened the discussion. 
The underlymg principle of art, the one great 
canon, he said, was the faithfulness of the 
artist to his materials. D. Adler was the next 
speaker. He held that canons as commonly 
understood could not be applied to art. 
Every artist had his own ideas, the result of 
his own education. It was his individual ex- 
pression and not that of others that made his 
work. If there was any canon of art it wasa 
faithfulness to truth as the individual artist 
sees it. 

The Chairman announced that the subject 
was open to a general discussion, but fora 
while it looked as if the Sunset club for the 
first time in its history would adjourn with- 
out indulg ing in one. Usually a dozen mem- 
bers seek to catch the Chairman’s eye, but 
last night five dozen members looked about 
for several minutes to see if unybody wanted 
to speak and the Chairman looked for a long 
time in search of some one to recognize. 
After several minutes F. W. Googan arose 
and was rewarded by enthusiastic applause. 
Mr. Googan described as art canons the 
qualities of imagination, the creative faculty, 
and @nsistency. 

Prof. Grover thought the only certainty in 
art was its uncertainty, while Prof. McClin- 
tock in a vigorous speech maintained that art 
had its canons and especially that branch de- 
nominated as fine arts. The man who keeps 
close to his audience was the successful artist. 
He made a distinction between elements of 
art and works of art. 


INSPECTING THE DUNNING ASYLUM. 


County Commissioners Find the Institu- 
tien Badly Overcrowded. 

The Cook County Commissioners spent yes- 
terday at Dunning inspecting the asylum. It 
was the first visit to the institution for a num- 
ber of the new members. General Superin- 
tendent Pyne first gave the visitors the gen- 
eral plan of the asylum.’ Under his guidance 
they went from reof to cellar of every build- 
ing. The question, How are you treated? 
was put individually. Somethings appealed 
to the board as needing attention. The asy- 
lum is already Overcrowded. Inmates are ar- 
riving by the score each day. The members 
agreed that more room is demanded, and that 
separate buildings for virulent and contagious 
diseased are needed. The asylum has now 
1,812 inmates. As many as forty-five have 
been received within oneday. Several hun- 
dred tramps are harbored inthe hallways 
every night. It will take accommodations 
for 400 more before the sick wards can be es- 
tablished separate from the rest. Mr. Pyne’s 
report shows that he has kept the inmates for 
25K cents a, day, while it costs 37 cents at 
Kankakee. He has cut down salaries $262 a 
month. His expenses have run less than the 
average appropriations $2,075 per month, and 
the institution has 8350 more inmates than at 
this date last year.

ENGLISH FARMERS MAKE PROTESTS, 


Bewall Their Lot in a Convention, Claim- 
ing They Are Excessively Taxed, 

Lonpox, Dec. 7.—A congress opened in St. 
James’ Hall today under the auspices of the 
National Agricultural Union. The Earl of 
Winchelsea presided. Ataong those present 
were the Earl of Harrowby, the Earl of Den- 
bigh, Lord North, Lord Radnor, and sixty 
members of the House of Cammons. The 
Earl of Winchelsea said the resolutions that 
would be submitted to the congress embodied 
a large number of suggestions that had 
been received from representative agri- 
culturists all over ths world since 
the last congress was held. He was unable 
to congratulate the congress upon any ma- 
terial improvement in the agricultural situa- 
tion. Landlords were losing their rents and 
tenants were being denuded of their profite. 
Thousands of laborers were without work and 
the towns were suffering from an influx of 
pauper laborers. The question was rapidly 
assuming ‘the proportions of a national 
disaster. The nation was becoming 
more and more dependent upon food 
brought from foreign countries, The 
consensus of expert o pinion was that the navy 
was inadequate to protect the food supply in 
the event of war. 

One cause of the distress was the fall in 


prices due to foreign competition. England, | 


the Earl declared, was the only country in the 
world where the home producer was treated 
as. a public enemy, and was taxed, rated, and 
defrauded of existence. It was necessary for 
the producers to combine and ask, not for 
protection, but for fair play. The members 
of the union now numbered 11,000. The 
Earl moved that all interested in land should 
support the union. This was unanimously 
adopted.

In an Interview Aboard the Aquidaban 
He Tells of His Plans Has No Inten-

1893, 
by James Gordon Bennett. }]—The correspond- 
ent writing from Rio under date of Nov. 26, 
says that after he had applied to Capt. Pick- 
ing, commander of the Charleston, and re- 
quested him to send him aboard the Aquida- 
ban, so that he might interview Admiral 
Mello, which request was refused, he made 
application to the Italian Admiral Magnagni 
of the Etna, senior officer of the foreign fleet. 
Admiral Magnagni said there was no reason 
why he should not afford the correspondent 
every facility. 

I, in common with my fleet officers,” he 
said, am only anxious to make some return 
for the grand hospitality shown us in New 
York by the American people and the interest 
shown in its greatest power.“ He then or- 
dered a boat manned by sit naval cadets to 
convey the correspondent to the Aquidaban. 
During the passuge down the bay the govern- 
ment guns of the Nictheroy were firing on the 
Trajano and others of Melio’s ships. When 
the boat was within 100 feet of the Aquida- 
ban it was attacked by a shower of shells 
from the Hotchkiss guns, but none of them 
struck, When the correspondent boarded the 
Aquidaban he was received by Admiral Mello 
with the utmost courtesy. 


Will Not Restore the Monarchy. 

“IT want to repeat,“ he said, that it never 
was my intention to restore the monarchy. 
The majority of Brazilians are opposed to it. 
My sole object is to rid Brazil of the military 
despotism which now threatens to prevail. 
Floriano Peixoto isa man of stubborn nat- 
ure, greedy for power and money, cruel and 
revengeful. Durmg the early days of the 
revolution I had hoped to receive aid 
from persons on shore. They deceived 
me, however, lured by the payment of 
immense sums from Peixoto. My aspirations

Expects Conflict to End in Ten Days. 

J have the Aquidaban, Republica, Jupiter, 
Esperanca, and other armed steamers, which 
are well filled with guns. We have abundant 
charges aboard them to last several months, 
while there is no lack of fresh food received 
daily. My hope at present is that the conflict 
will be ended in ten days in some decisive 
way. Perhaps in case of certain. contingen- 
cies arising I shall take the Aquidaban, which 
is able to steam eleven knots an hour, the 
Tamandore, and seven other steamers, and 
endeavor to force a passage of the bar.“ 

This ended the interview, and with Admiral 
Mello's permission the correspondent in- 
epected the Aquidaban. The only damage 
the flagship has thus far sustained has been 
to the upper light woodwork aft and to Mel- 
lo’s cabin, the woodwork of which was 
smashed by the shells from the Hotchkiss 
guns. While it is natural under the 
circumstances that the ship would hardly be 
in shipshape, its officers and crew appear to 
be undaunted. The utmost discipline prevails 
among the men. They handled the guns with 
alacrity. Just before the correspondent left 
the ship Admiral Mello said: 

‘*T feel that my comrades on the foreign 
naval ships sympathize with me. The action 
of foreign governments in permitting Presi- 
dent Peixoto to buy ships is perfectly legiti- 
mate. With the Aquidaban and Republica I 
do not fear a fight with the ships which he has 
bought in the United States. 

Isla Cobias, previously held by Saldanha 
da Guba, is now occupied by Admiral Mello. 
This gives him a commanding position. The

HE RELATES HIS INTERVIEW WITH 
THE OATHOLIO PONTIFF. 


Discredits the Statements Concerning the 
Pope's Failing Health and Says He Is 
as Hale and Hearty as Gladstone=Leo 
Had Heard of Hun- comments of His 
Holiness on the Lecture Mr. Depew De- 
livered with the Encyclical Letter for 
a Text,

World.] —“ As I entered the room the Pope 
rose and advanced half way to me, said 
Chauncey M. Depew today, talking to a 
World reporter about his recent interview 
with the Pope. “He shook my hand warmly 
and asked me to be seated; then he resumed 
his seat in the pa pal chair. He began the con- 
versation by some remarks very flattering to 
my pride as to his knowledge of me and of my 
standing in America. The impression he in- 
tended to convey was that he knew who I was 
and all about me and had long watched with 
interest my career. He did it so tactfully and 
gracefully that I was almost convinced that it 
was true. This same tact and courtesy pre- 
dominated all through the interview.” Mr. 
Depew continued : 

The Pope's appearance I have already referred 
to. I watched him carefully andIcan say con- 
fidently that the talk about his being in a feeble 
and broken-down. condition is all bosh. 
He is as slender a man as Gladstone 
but taller, and therefore seeming to be 
more thin. His face is thin and long with finely 
cut features, strictly Italian in contour. It has 

said that he was weak and that 
his hands tremble constantly as with 
palsy. This is not true. I have dined 
often with Mr. Gladstone under circumstances 
where Icould judge accurately of his general 
condition and I have no hesitation in saying that 
the Pope shows certainly as much vigor and 
health as does the Grand Old Man of England. 

The Pope is nine months older than 

Mr. Gladstone and I consider him if 

anything the stronger man of the two. There is 

about the Pope a certain nervous intensity 
which might be casually mistaken for feebleness 
in his movements. But to me it indicated rather 
strength and vigor of mind as well as of body. 

He was dressed all in white with a little 

white cap on his head, and a long robe and 

cape of what I judged to be white wool. He 
also wore the gold papal cross and chain, richly 
ornamented with precious stones. 

He spoke slowly and distinctly, so that there 
was no difficulty in my understanding everything 


that he said, even with my limited familiarity 


with the language. 


Mr. Depew Replies. 

After his pleasant remarks of welcome I 
thanked him and referred to the fact that in 
America I was atthe head of a company em- 
ploying many thousands of men, of whom 
a very large proportion professed the 
Catholic faith. He replied quickly that 
he knew that and that he had heard many pleas- 
ant reports of the kindness and fairness which 
had marked the dealings of my company with 
its employés. I told him that about two 
years ago I had delivered a lecture 
before a body of Catholic students upon 
the subject of the papal encyclical, then recently 
issued, treating of the relations of capital and 
labor, taking that encyclycal for the text of my 
speech. Whea the encyclical was mentioned he 
straightened up with all the vigor of a man 
His eyes flashed, he grasped the 
arms of his chair and leaned forward 
as though intensely interested, and then for five 
minutes he poured forth a clear, succinct, earn- 
est, and eloquent statement of the position of 
the church upon that question. I wish I could 
repeat it or translate even approximately into 
our language the beauty and intensity of his re- 
marks. But I cannot undertake to give more 
than the substance of what he said: 

That encyclical,” he declared, was no new 
thing in the Catholic Church. It laid down no 
new doctrine. It simply reaffirmed and enforced 
what had always been the doctrine and the policy 
of the church as to the relations of the rich and 
the poor, the employer and the employé; 
the right of property, the right of a man to re- 
tain and enjoy that which he had earned by the 
sweat of his brow or by genius and good for- 
tune has never been questioned by the 
church and never would be. Upon all 
matters affecting property and property 
interest the position of the church was most 
conservative. But the rights and privileges of 


+ the laborers, the workman and the class called the 


poor were not less important nor entitled to 
less consideration from the church. There was a 
duty-higher than all other earthly duties that 
was owed by those who enjoyed the material 
beneficence of God to those less favorably situat- 
ed in this world. 


Duty of Employer and Employe. 


The duty of the employé to the employer was 
unquestioned and so was the duty of the employer 
to the employed. There must always 
exist between these two classes recipro- 
cal relations and duties. Time and cir- 
cumstances might change the nature of 
these relations, but in one form or another they 
must always exist. They are sacred obligations 
and must be observed as such. Without their 
maintenance the world would go to pieces so far 
as its industrial and governmental affairs are 
concerned, 

„The church,“ he declared, impressively, ‘was 
founded and rooted upon the doctrine of the fa- 
therhood of God and the brotherhood of man, 
and only in the complete and unequivocal recog- 
nition of the force of that doctrine by all classes 
of men could there be true prosperity for man- 
kind and permanent advancement. for the human 
race. 

Conversation after this was more general; he 
manifested the greatest interest in America and 
Americans, and sent by me a message to my coun- 
trymen expressive of the heartiest good will of 
himself for the American people and American 
institutions. 

Before I wentin to see the Pope I asked the 
Monsignor who presented me what were the cere- 
monials to be observed.

one, he said, “you being a Protestant and 


having a private audience, that I really do not 
know what will be expected. At my request he 
went within and made some inquiries; returning 
he said: It is the Pope’s pleasure that you act

In Judge MecConnell’s Court a Lively Com- 
petition Is Engaged in Between Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co. and the Purchasere 
Former’s Offer of $910,000 Is Raised 
$5,000, and This Bid, After It Is Made 
to Include Operating Expenses, Is Ac- 
cepted=—Tilta Between Lawyers. 


William A. Mason is the purchaser of the J. 
H. Walker company estate. It cost him 
$915,000, in addition to the expense account 
of the two stores of the concern for two 
weeks, amounting to over $20,000. To get 
it Mr. Mason had to raise his original bid of 
$810,000 three times to meet the bids made 
by Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. When he had 
made the last raise and had apparently se- 
cured the property Judge McConneil, in 
whose court the estate was sold yes- 
terday, suddenly discovered an ambigu- 
ity in the language ot the bid 
so far as the expense accounts since Nov. 23 
were concerned. He deciared ail bids off and 
ordered the sale reopened. Carson, Pirie, 
Scott & Co. thereupon agreed to assume the 
expense accounts, but Mr. Mason agreed to 
do likewise, and the court awarded him the 
property. It was one of the largest and most 
important judicial sales ever conducted in 
Cook County. Mason‘s purchase was made 
for the Chicago Dry Goods company, which 
was organized to continue the Walker busi- 
ness at the o.d stands. 

At 2 o'clock, the hour appointed for the 
consideration of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co.’s 
bid of $900,000 made Wednesday. Judge Mo- 
Connell 's court-room was packed to the doors 
with people interested in one way or anotber. 
A notabie teature of the assemblage was the 
large representation of merchants. Dozens 
of members of heavy wholesale houses in 
other lines than dry goods were present. 

The attorneys in the case piled their over- 
coats on the railmg, and grouped about At- 
torney Robbins, who opened ‘he pro 
ceedings. He read a report from the 
receiver with reference to the book accounts. 
Accounts properly verified were to receive 
dividends un.ess objected to. Ex-Solicitor- 
General Aidrich objected to the receiver mak- 
ing the investigation necessitated. and asked 
the court to appoint an expert accountant. 
The Master's report, he said, showed liabili- 
ties of $3,000,000, when ail along the im- 
press on had been that the debts were less 
than $2,500,000. Judge McConnell said he 
would appoint an outside accountant, and di- 
recting the clerk to file the order. toid Attor- 
ney Robbins to produce the latest bids for the 
estate. Mr. Robbins took a voluminous pa- 
per and a certified check for $90,000 out 
of an ervelope. He laid the check 
2 and while the lawyers craned forward 

o glance at it, read Carson, Pirie, Scott & 
Co. s bid. It was for the property asa going 
concern, protecting the receiver and the estate 
from all liabitities on merchandise, leases, or 
claims of employés for salaries, and provid- 
ing for a settlement of proved clauns on a 70 
per cent basis within twenty days. 


Sharp Interest in Bidding. 


Judge McConnell listened to the reading 

on te and then quickly remarked: 

That's a 5 — bid. If there are none 
higher I shail acvept it. 

Everybody looked at John 8 
sel for Mason. He took off ‘his eye-glasses 
and put gee 5 again, and a ddressing the 
court said a-on's bid proposed an 
80 per cent 3 as an alternative 
to the 70 per cent cazh offer.

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HER AIM FOR ICELAND. 


MRS. MAGNUSSEN IS THE OBJECT OF 
SOME SHARP ORITIOISM. 


Her Collection of Antique Silverware Is 
Considered as of Little Value by Mrs. 
J. T. Sharpe-Question of the Relatien- 
ship Between Her Hausband and Fin 
Magnussen, the Savant- Three Schools 
for Girls Already Established—Opinions 
on the Need of More Facilities. 


Iceland made but little show at the World’s 
Fair. In the Woman’s Building there was an 
exhibit presided over by Mrs. Sigrid Magnus- 
sen. It consisted principally of antiaue Ice- 
landic silverware, and Mrs, Magnussen has 
offered to sell the collection, which is her own 
individual property. for the purpose of raising 
money with which to equip a school for girls 
in Iceland. 

There is rather a large colony of people in 
Chicago from Iceland, and some of the num- 
ber are free in their ctiticissn of Mrs. Mag- 
nussen. They make the claim that Iceland is 
better provided with schools than almost any 
other country in Europe, and that the school 
she seeks uid for is one that is not needed by 
the giris of Icelard. They make the claim 
also that the exhibit made by M. 
Magnussen was in no way 
sentative of the country. The further 
charge is made that Mrs. Mag aussen has been 
claiming that her husband is related to Fin 
Magnussen, Iceland’s famous savant and 
scholar, when he is in no way related to that

agnussen replies to these statements 
by saying tney are prompted by jealousy 

by a desire to injure her because of a desire 
to be revenged on her husband, who is libra- 
rian of the University of Cain bridge. 


Mra, Sharpe Speaks of Fin’s Family. 


Mrs. J. T. Sharpe of No. 76 Dearborn street 
is one of those who publicly criticise Mrs. 
Magnussen and her attempts to obtain money 
for the girls’ school and for her alleged 
claims that her husband is related to Fin Mag- 
nussen. Mrs. Sharpe herscif is agrandniece of 
Fin Magnussen. Mrs. Sharpe is also a cousin 
of the Governor of Iceland, Magnus Stefan- 
sen, and says she ought to knowt genealogy 
of the Magnussen family, of which Fin Mag- 
nussen was the most noted member. Fin 
Magnussen died in 1847, Mrs. Sharpe says, 
and he had no children. He had two sisters. 
Mrs. Sharpe’s grandmother was one. Her 
grandmother had five children and her grand- 
aunt one, and she says Mrs. Magnussen’s hus- 
band is in no way related to the tamiiy. Con- 
tinuing Mrs. Sharpe says: 

The press of Chicago, English and Scandina- 
vian, has from time to time during the summer 
ae speeches and utterances of Mrs. Sigrid 

nussen, who claims to be a representative of 
and and who has had an exhibit in the Wom- 
— s Buildus at the Worid's Fair. We regard 
her addresses as full of 05 tat ions con- 
cerning onr country, and especially her appeals 
foraidin favor of eductional institutions for 
girls in Iceland. Mrs. Magnussen has for years 
— tytn and successfully made such 
peals among generous English women. Mrs. 
agnussen states t when a girl in Iceland 
attains the age of 14 years and leaves the schools 
she is unable to receive any iurther instructions, 
there being no female seminaries or schools 
where bi * A „ is obtainable, and 
uniess 8 has the means to pay exorbitant 
prices for private lessons she w have to do 
without further instructions. In the issue of 
Nov. 11 the Heimskringia, an Icelandic newspaper 
ublished in Winnepege, has, among other news 
rom Reykjavik, Iceland, that no less than forty 
young ladies ente the seminary in place, 
not a showing for a town of about 
3.000 people. It should also be added that this 
seminary is first-class in every branch of educa- 
tion and that two other schoois of equal merit 
are to be found elsewhere in the country. Noth- 
ing is exorbitant in Iceiand, the best private 
lessons being obtainable at very moderate prices, 
and when the pupils are unable to pay the 
tuition fees at the seminaries the government 
— free scholarships. Thus in every way is 
emale education encouraged and easily acquired. 
Iceland has been and is a country of ae 
and considering that women often act as grin 
erg“ or “ coachers for youths about to enter 
college it is not likely rs. Magnussen s 
efforts are needed to further their ‘advancement. 
Condemns Her Exhibit. 

Our countrymen are unanimous in condemning 
Mrs. Maguussen's exhibit aud look upon it as 
a positive disgrace to their country. The Vad- 
mal (homes = was pronounced as one of the 
worst of its : the shoes are a curiosity, inas- 
much as the like of them has never been seen by 
an Icelander before. The old silver is the mos 
commonpiace, and to get an idea of the nationa 
costume you had to go tothe Danish exhibit in 
the Manufactures Building, where a very neat as 
well as correct model was on view. The Rev. 
Matthias Jochumsen Sr., poet laureate of Ice- 
land, Sigfus Eym commas a gentleman from 
Reykjavi the — Havsteinn Pjetursson, 
John Olafsson, the editor of Heimskring.a, to- 
gether with several other Icelanders from the 
northwest, visited the Fair and arrived at the 
same conclusion rega the Icelandic exhibit. 

Steingrimur Stefauson of the Newberry 
Library is from Iceland and says he is _ thor- 
oughly acquainted with the situation in that 
country. I have been astonished at the 
statements Mrs. Magnussen has made regard- 
mg the disadvantages | under which the girls of 
Iceland are placed, said Mr. Stefanson. 
There are excellent schools and seminaries 
there, and the statements to the contrary are 
extraordinary. The statements made by Mrs. 
Sharfre are true so far as I know and they are 
corroborated by Iceland newspapers, which 
have criticised Mrs. Magnussen severely for 
her actions here. The exhibit made by 
her in the Woman’s Building was of 
a character to make all my countrymen 
blush, as it was in no way representative of 
the country, its people, its customs, or its 
manners. 

I notice Mrs, Magnussen claims her hus- 
band is related to Fin Magnussen, the 
famous scholar and savant. This is certainly 
a mistake, as I know the family of her hus- 
band and know that at home it is never con- 
sidered as related in any way to that family 
of which Fin Magnussen was a member. Mrs. 
Magnussen’s husbard is librarian at Cam- 
bridge and is a bright man.“ 

Mrs. Magnussen Speaks, 


Mrs. Sigrid Magnussen is staying at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. She is waiting in Chi- 
cago to get the exhibit of Icelandic curios 
through the Custom- House that she may leave 
for home. Mrs. Magnussen laughs at the 

charges which have been made against her 
of collecting money for schools where none 
are needed and says it all comes from petty 
jealousy. 

There is a girl school in Reykjavik, next 
door almost to mine,“ Mrs. Magnussen said, 
da school where the girls of Iceland may 
gain a superficial knowledge of some of the 
higher branches, half an hour’s instruction in 
rhetoric or fancy embroidering—or something 
nice to know but of no practical use. The 
hours are short, and the possibilities for edu- 
cation in the school are not good. 

**Since I started my college for women in 
Reykjavik Ihave met with the most annoy- 
ing treatment on the part of the government. 
The reason for this is plain. My husband, 
who holds a position in the University o. 
Cambridge, has seen fit to criticise certain 
methods of the Governor of Iceland. The 
bank, which is run under the control of the 
8 is in the hands of the Chief 

ustice of Iceland, who made a six 
months“ study only of the banking 
system before opening the institution, 
and his course ef management has been such 
as to drive all the gold and silver out of Iee- 
land, leaving only payer money behind. My 
husband has criticised tnese men, and as he is 
in a position where they cannot do him harm 
they are —— to vent their spite on hum 
through me my cherished plan for a girls’ 
schooi. Any one who knows the true situa- 
tion in lIeeland knows the truth 
of my statements. As to any story that 
I have claimed my husband to be a relative of 
Fin ‘Magnussen, it is false. I never said any 
such thing. He comes from one of the best 
families of Iceland and there is certainly no 
reason for me to set up false claims for him 
when the truth is more favorable than the 
misstatements ** to me. The Governor 
of Iceland has relatives here in Chicago who 
ha ve taken up this jealous hatred of me and 
of my plans, and this attack is the result of it.

Mr. Deitch was 80 years 
old at the timeof his death. He-was formerly 
engaged in the dry goods. business, but re- 
tired many years ago. He was known to have 
been thoroughiy successful in his commercial 
transactions and that he had achieved a fair 
competence, but beyond this no une imag- 
ined him to be possessed of wealth. More- 
over, in his latter years he had been generous 
in his donations to his friends, relatives, and 
pubtic institutions, and the supposition was 
that. when he died the bulk of his property 
had been disposed of, 

This notion as to Mr. Deitch’s financial im- 
portance was dissipated this morniag when 
his will was offered for probate. It provides 
for bequests aggregating nearly $50,000, and 
one single item set aside $20,000 for the 
erection of a tombin the Hebrew Cemetery. 

The tirst idea of the. friends and relatives 
upon being acquainted with the provisions of 
the will was that Deitch had been insane 
and that his will was a mere freak. No out- 
side resources were known of and it was de- 
cided to search for the alleged wealth in the 
house. The hunt was commenced in the 
room in which much of his time in latter 
years had been passed. Here the search was 
rewarded. There were no hidden panels, nor 
secret and intricate recesses, but from sundry 
closets and various nooks and corners the 
treasure hunters pulled forth great bags of 
gold coin and fat packages of bank notes 
and greenbacks, These were sorted and counted 
and showed an aggregate of $94,000. e 
money wasremoved by John A. Finch, the 
attorney for Mr. Deitch, to a safety deposit 
vault, where it will await distribution accord- 
ing to the provisions of the will. 

The disposition of a large part of this 
money for benevolent purposes outside of the 
line of Jewish organizations was rather a syr- 
1 * know — —— . 

as a thoroug or ox Jew, 

closely attached to the — of his fathers, 
and not generally regarded as addicted to 
the promotion of benevolent enterprises. 
However, there appears no disposition to find 
fault with the avenues through which the tes- 
tator has parted with his thousands, and the 
will doubtless will be executed without oppo- 
sition from those whose relationship or inter- 
est would give them standing in court. After 
his death the body of Mr. Deitch was placed 
ina vault at Crown Hill Cemetery. It will 
remain there until the tomb provided for in 
his will is completed in the Hebrew Cemetery.

RECKLESS METHODS. 


He Is Examined at Monticello, III., as to 
the Disappearance of the Funds and 
an Expert Will Try to Supplement His 
Statements, Which Are Said to Be Un- 
satisfactory - Two Milwaukee Banks 
May Combine in Their Reorganization 
Canvassing the Vote in Iowa.

(iam W. Beatty of the defunct Mansfield Bank 


appeared before the County Court today in 


response to a summons from his creditors to | 


explain why he made such a disastrous failure 
and where the funds of the bank had gone. 
For twelve years prior to Aug. 11 Beatty 
conducted all the banking business of the 
little town, and at the time of his failure had 
over $70,000 of deposits and over $100,000 
liabilities, with nominal assets of $130,000. 
It was soon discovered that the latter item 
Was overestimated. About $70,000 con- 
sisted of Chicago lots in which his invest- 
ment was less than $20,000. These facts 
aroused the suspicions of his creditors, and 
today’s investigation is only preliminary to 8 
more searching one. 

In the witness-stand today Beatty admitted 
that he embarked in business without any 
capital of his own and that the business had 
been conducted from the first solely on the 
money deposited. He claimed his losses 
were all caused by paying interest on depos- 
its, in some instances as high as 8 per cent. 
He acknowledged receiving money in deposit 
on the day he failed, but denied knowing he 
was insolvent at the time. It was developed 
during the examination that he was bvrrow- 
ing wherever he couid for some time before 
the bank failed. Ten days before the failure 
he borrowed $3,500 from the local banks and 
received one deposit of $7,000, but his books 
were produced in court and showed that the 
money was 
business, The bilis receivable nominally on 
hand at the time of the failure amounted to 
$23,000, but half of them were held on col- 
iateral for loans from other banks. 

Beatty acknowledged he had used his de- 
positors’ money in real estate ventures, but 
claims they wlll come out all right.

CONTRACT EARNINGS. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE LONDON 
AND OHIOAGO OORPORATION. 


Depreciation in Securities Amounted to 
£41,786, While Income Was £25,603— 
Expenses of Management Were Over 
$40,000—@Dull Local Stock Market 
Strong Bond Quotations=Sterling Rates 
Again Advance and There Were Ru- 
mors of Gold Exports. 

Stockholders of the London and Chicago 
Contract Corporation, limited, yesterday re- 
ceived copies of the third annual report. As 
these copies were sent to English stockholders 
Nov. 17, and recommendations in the report 
were acted upon at the stockholders’ meeting 
Nov. 27, American stockholders may possibly 
regard the delay in getting the reports to 
them as hardly satisfactory. The manage- 
ment of the brewery companies has, after 
considerable criticism, found it quite possible 
to get the reports to the American stockhold- 
ers as early as to the stockholders in London, 
and it might be well for the management of 
the contract corporation to learn how this is 
done. The report is in some respects satisfac- 
tory. It shows that the company has passed 
through a panic with its capital still intact, and 
that is probably more than any of the other in- 
vestment corporations can show. But after one 
says that there is still left to be said much that is 
not so pleasant. The report is as follows: | 

The directors regret that the extreme commercial 
depression which they had to face in the first two 
years of the company’s existence has been aggravat- 
ed in a marked degree during the year under re- 
view, not only in England, but even te 4 greater ex- 
tent in the United States, where a severe monetar 
crisis was reached in the month of July, from whic 
crisis the country can only gradually recover. In 
consequence of this crisis the directors thought it 
ddvisabie to abstain from declaring any interim 
dividend, and their decision in this respect has been 
justified by the results shown on taking the accounts 
to Sept. 30. Owing to the continued depression 
the directers have been compelled, out of the 
income of the year, to provide substantial re- 
serves for depreciation and ossible bad 
debts. Notwithstanding this and the fact that, 
owing to the constitution of the management, the 
expenses were very heavy, the company had a net 
income for the year, including dividends and in- 
terest accrued, of £25,603. This, however, the com- 
pany is unable to divide amongst its sharehoiders, 
as a depreciation is shown on the company’s invest- 
ments of £41,786, whieh the directors deem it ad- 
visable to clear off before recommending any divi- 
dend. This depreciation has been dealt with by the 
directors trunsferring from the revenue account to 
the reserve account a sum of £25,003, making, with 
the sum of £16,782 already standing at that account, 
a total reserve of £41,786, and treating this asa re- 
serve * 1 the depreciation shown on the securi- 
ties held by the company. This will leave a balance 
of £599 88. 11d. to be carried forward. 

Inthe above circumstances the directors greatly 
regret their inability to propose any dividend for the 
last year, but by boldiy taking this course the capital 
of the company remains intact, although a severe 
monetary crisis has been passed through. In view 
of the fact that during the present depression the 
corporation will mainly act as an investment com- 
pany the directors have concluded that the greatest 
economy in management should be studied, and 
to that end considerable economies have been 
effected in the London management and the whole 
of the Chicago directors have resigned, and their 
resignations have been accepted. In order that 
the interests of the corporation should be well pro- 
tected in Chicago John Mitehell,.the President of 
the Ulinois Trust and Savings Bank, who has hitherto 
been the Chairman of the Chicago board, has con- 
sented to act with F. S. Winstomas a Committee of 
Advice acting under the direction of the London 
board. The resignation of the Chicago Board has 
taken placeinarriendiy spirit and with a unani- 
mous opinion that the best interests of the company 
were being considered by placing the control of the 
corporation entirely in the hands of the London di- 
rectors. The new arrangements wiil necessitate 
certain alterations in the articies of association, for 
the purpose of which an extraordinary meeting of 
shareholders will be held atter the ordinary general 
meeting. Owing to the large economies now being 
effected and the absence ot dual control the direc- 
tors have zood expectation of being in a position to 
pay u substantial interim dividend in the month of 
March next, even though the present depression 
should continue. At the meeting will be announeed 
the retirement of Messrs. qohn itchell, John J. . 
Odell, Charles H. Wacker, Edward Koch, and E 
Wainwright, the Chicago directors, who do not offer 
themselves for re-election. 

One of the first things that will strike the 
reader of this report is the fact that expenses in 
the way of salaries, directors’ fees, office rent, 
etc., have been over $40,000, For a company 
doing absolutely no business this is certainly an 
unsatisfactory presentation. it is true that the 
Chicago members of the board have now re- 
signed, but as their salaries amounted to but 
56.000 it is a question if the retrenchment will 
be entirely satisfactory to the American stock- 
holders. With such expensive management as 
this stockholders might at least hope for a ro- 
port that would be in some way. explicit, but the 
report which is furnished can lay no claim to 
that virtue. In an investment company of this 
character the information that above all other 
things is essential is a knowledge of the assets. 
The report simply lumps the assets as *‘ sundry 
investments. It is supposed that these invest- 
ments consist chiefly of the common and _ pre 
ferred stock of the Milwaukee and Chicago Brew- 
ery and the International Packing company. The 
accounts are made up to Sept. 30, und it is there- 
fore supposabie that the market value of these 
securities on that date was taken. Milwaukee 
common was quoted at 23 in our market Sept. 30 
last, against 3514 Sept. 30, 1892. The preferred 
was 31, against 41. International common this 
year was quoted at 40 and last year at 34‘. The 
preferred was not quoted this year. Some com- 
parisons with the previous reports may bo use- 
ful. The gross profits for this year are £33,868, 
gaainst 457.243 last year and £39,534 the year 
Securities on hand are valued at £ . 
185, against £220.903 last year and £181,269 
the year before. The cash has decreased sharply, 
being £62,755, against £210,480 last year and 
£155,612 the year before. This loss is partially 
made up for by increase in loans against securi- 
ties.

Chicago stockholders do not express much 
satisfaction with this report. A good many of 
them are strongly of the opinion that the com- 
pany should be dissolved and the assets distrib- 
uted. They say it was organized with the idea 
that it was to do a promoting business and that 
the present outlook for profitable business of 
that character is, to say the least, unsatisfactory. 
They-therefore see little n of perpetuating 
the organization. particularly in view of the 
heavy expenses that seem to be attendant upon 
its perpetuation. The mere resignation of the 
Chicago directors reduces but a small part of 
the expenses andin the minds of some stock- 
holders the saving in that quarter is possibly 
more than counterbalanced by the fact that the 
company’s affairs are now so entirely in control 
of the English board.

The bear crowd 
shows a little nerve and is active to the. extent of 
making hit and miss attacks upon quotations, but the 
most ardent and the boldest of them are content to 
make quick shots and hustle out of the way. There 
is a disposition nowhere to attempt continued cam- 
paigning. The bear contention is that the public is 
not in the market nor likely to be, and that there is 
still acute nervousness in all business circles, which 
in the end must force considerably lower prices for 
all conspicuous stocks. 

Acanvass of commercial and industrial circles 
does not as a matter of fact corroborate this theory. 
There is undoubtedly a good deal of anxiety in the 
business world over the tariff tinkering outlook, but 
that feeling is now much less pronounced than it 
was before Congress convened. The tariff worry is 
to a large extent of the sort described by the old 
lady who complained that her life had been full of 
trouble, half of which never happened. It is of some 
interest, perhaps, that every one of the trust pro- 
erties has established strong lobbies at Washington. 

The money market remains unchanged, with the 
banks here about glutted with fands. With money 
so cheap and with bad news having lost its novelty 
it is hard to see how stocks are likely to go down

MONEY IS STILL A DRUG, 


Indifference as to the Exchange Rate in 
New York=Slight Stock Movements. 


New York, Dec. 7.— [Special. I The advance in 
Sterling Exchange this morning to the demand rate 
at which last winter’s heavy goid exports were made, 
was the most interesting of the day’s events. There 
was some talk of actual gold shipments Saturday, 
butthisis improbable unless tomorrow’s sterling 
market shows renewed vitality. But whether gold is 
shipped this month or not, the point of greatest 
value is the indifference with which the financial 
markets generally regard the movement. This at- 
titude is perfectly logical. Between last summer’s 
Imports of gold, the new bank circulation taken out, 
and the forced release of Treasury reserve funds,the 
money in circulation in this country has increased 
$112,000,000 net in a year, while the industrial 
need for currency has almost proportionately fallen 
off. The rate for short-time money in New York is 
lower than in either London or Berlin. This is of 
itself asymptom and not, as some people seem to 
think, a cause: but it is a striking indication. If 
money and capital were in active and continuous de- 
mand abroad, while our currency is glutted and our 
aggregate trade restricted, gold would certainly be 
sent from here. But the question of doubt is the ex- 
istence of this foreign demand. Foreign interest 
rates, though fairly high, are no, higher than they 
were weeks ago, and a sterling movement based on 
December coupon remittances is usually transient. 

As to the stock market of today small comment is 
necessary. Inthe forenoon the recent speculative 
seliers ot stocks bought in their shorts and prices 
railied; conspicuously, as might have been expected, 
in Atchison, Western Union, General Kiectri¢, and 
other industrial stocks. After this covering move- 
ment had ceased the market fell into total inac- 
tivity. In this prevailing dullness, as in the under: 
tone of reviving confidence, there can be no doubt 
that the stock market fairiy represents the financial 
condition generally. The seeming abandonment by 
speculative leaders of active operations for the de- 
clime is attributable to both causes. 

Chicago gas was sold down in the lest hour by J. B.

IRON MARKET PROSPECTS ARE DULL, 


All Buyers Are Lookiag for Lower Prices 
Despite an Announcement of Advance. 
CLEVELAND, O., Dec, 7.—The Jron Trade 

Review says today: 

The opening week of what is after. January the 
dullest month in the year in the iron market 
brings prospects that are far from cheering. 
many untoward influences hanging over the mar- 
ket—the tariff reform threat. whieh has now 
taken definite shape, being foremost of all—that 
attempts to put a spirit into the trade are unsuc- 
cessful. The announcement by a leading South- 
ern pig-iron producer that pig-iron is advanced 
50c a ton has not discouraged buyers in their 
quest of lower prices, there is not a great supply 
of some of these grades of Southern fron, and. the 
average buyer is still able to satisfy moderate: 
wants, particularly at his own price. 

Of the recent sales by the la t Southern pro- 
ducer about 15,000 tons was made on a speculative 
order, an English syndicate lifting that amount 
off the market for the present. The effect of this 
action is temporarily to strengthen the market. 
But the statistical position of pig iron, improved 
though it is, cannot yet be called strong in view 
of the resumptions of furnaces that continue to 
be reported. In Eastern and Central Western 
markets the supply is more than equal to present 
requirements, Little seems to be doing in char- 
coal iron in any market. Car-wheel mal- 
leable works, almost the sole sources of demand 
of late, seem to have felt the depression keenly.

LOW TARIFF AS A LOCAL ISSUE. 
The Democratic papers and politicians of 
this city are not urging the voters to support 
Hopkins because he is the best qualified man 
for Mayor. They have much cheek but not 


local side of the election, but appeal for votes 
for Hopkins so that Cleveland and his low 
tariff bill may be indorsed at the polls on the 
19th. If Hopkins is beaten they say that it 
will be taken for granted all over the United 
States that Chicago, Democratic last year by 
86,000, has repudiated Cleveland and the 
Wilson bill. 

While the election of the 19th is to choose a 
man to manage the business affairs of the city, 
end while it is essential that the person chosen 
should have the experience which will enable 
him to perform his duties acceptably, yet the 
Democratic tariff bill so overshadows all 
other issues and comes so close to the pocket 
of nearly every voter that it is impossible to 
keep it out of the local campaign even though 
theoretically it has no place there. 

That being the case, why should any wage- 
worker vote for Hopkins for the purpose of 
indorsing Mr. Cleveland and his low tariff 
policy? Why should he indorse a policy 
which reduces his wages, whether he gets his 
living in a protected or an unprotected indus- 
try? 

The inevitable effect of the Wilson bill is to 
cut down the wages of all men who work in 
factories where goods are made which com- 
pete with foreign ones. As the belief is gen- 
eral that the bill will pass the reductions have 
begun already. When factory wages are 
forced down all other wages follow suit. The 
workmen and clerks who have been working 
in the thousands of manufactories that will be 
closed will seek other employment at lower 
wages. This undercutting competition will 
involve all wage-workers, including printers 
and pressmen, packers, railroad men, and 
those employed in the different building 
trades. 

The final effect of the Wilson bill will be to 
reduce wages m all employments about in 
proportion to the average reduction of duties. 
Thus each man can figure out how much he 
will be affected by the cut and can ask himself 
whether he ought to indorse that tariff policy, 
which is going to lessen his wages that much. 

Last year the bulk of the working classes 
in Chicago, together with myriads of clerks, 
voted to place the government in the hands 
of Cleveland and a free trade Congress with- 
out stopping to reflect that they were sawing 
off the limb on which they sat midway be- 
tween themselves and the tree. The Congress 
which they helped to elect is getting ready to 
pass a tariff bill, the mere publication of 
which has checked production, has continued 
the hard times, and filled the city with men 
who are seeking in vain for employment. 
Are those Chicago workingmen who voted for 
Cleveland last year so thoroughly satisfied 
that they did wisely then that they will go to 
the polls week after next to vote for Hopkins 
to show that they have not W their 
minds?

t. circular to them which closes as follows: 

The reduction of the tariff by the new proposed 
law will make it absolutely necessary for us to 
reduce our entire scale of wages or stop the mill. 

We therefore give you this solemn and sad 
warning that, should they carry out this proposed 
change, you must prepare yourselvcs fora mate- 
rial reduction of your wages, and we give you this 
timely warning that you may act in your own in- 
terest and do what you can to protect yourselves 
end your families. 

Excited by this warning the empioyés have 
sent to the Boston Herald and Globe, the two 
Democratic and “ tariff reform” papers of 
Boston, which stated last year so positively 
that the Democratic policy of a “tariff for 
revenue only” did not mean a lowering of 
wages, a letter which reads thus: 

In view of the prospect outlined in the follow- 
iag circular, it would seem to us that the time 
Las now come when your paper should lend itself 
to the prevention of what promises to be a na- 
tional calamity, It is too late for theories now; 
bere is the actual application of the new tariff, 
and it is too much to expect that the people 
whom it so vitally concerns will give their sup- 
port toa newspaper, however good it may be 
otherwise, which advocates legislation that will 
even promise such an effect, and we earnestly 
appeal to you to give this circular the promi- 
nence it deserves in your paper, as a means of 
spreading the truth about the tariff in its appli- 
cation to the wage-earner. 

Howev er these men may have voted last year, 
and however indifferent they may have, been 
then to the possibilities of Democratic tariff 
legislation, there is no doubt as to how they 
would vote now if they had a chance. Nor is 
t aore doubt that they at least are convinced 
that the loss of protection involves a loss of 
wages.

ia our market with those brought from abroad; 
and such a reduction would go far to prevent 
Americah pottery workingmen fr providing 
comfortable homes for and proper  aaintaining 
their families, 

Within a few weeks the Speaker’s table will 
be covered deep with petitions from working 
tnen iu all industries in all parts of the United 
States asking the Democratic majority not to 
pass a bill which will reduce wages and thus 
violate those promises on the strength of which 
the great majority of the petitioners voted for 
Democratic candidates. 


THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 

The Senate by adopting Mr. Hoar's resolu- 
tion calling for all the information regarding 
Hawaii in the President’s possession practical- 
ly has ordered a halt upon the administra- 
tion’s policy. Mr. Hitt’s resolution in the 
House covers the same ground, and goes still 
further by declaring that the attempt to sub- 
stitute a monarchy for a republican form of 
government is contrary tothe spirit of the 
Constitution and the sentiments of the Ameri- 
can people. Whether the House will pass so 
drastica declaration asis contained in the 
latter partof Mr, Hitt’s resolution may be 
doubted, but itcan offerno valid objection 
to the call for information. When these 
papers are produced the veil will be drawn 
aside and the mystery and secrecy with which 
the policy of the administration has been en- 
veloped will be removed, It then will be pos- 
tible to get a clear view of the case, 

Meanwhile asthe details of the Hawaiian 
business are studied they constantly reveal 
new features which go to show the unwar- 
ranted and high-handed character of the 
Cleveland-Blount conspiracy. The confes- 
sion of the ex-Queen is a case in point. By 
her own statement to Blount she makes it ap- 
parent that she was the first offender, and 
caused the revolution which overthrew her 
scovernment by her treacherous and tyrannical 
attempt to nullify the Constitution which she 
had sworn to support and to force arbitrarily 
upon the people a new Constitution under 
which she could carry out her corrupt pur- 
poses without interference. The details of 
the mannerin which with the help of two 
members of the Legislature she concocted 
this precious document, prorogued the Legis- 
lature, and then summoned her ignorant 
Ministers to see her signit, is a piece of 
opera bouffe worthy of the courtiers that hov- 
ered about the Grand Duchess of Gerolstein. 

It is further made apparent that the object 
of the Queen was to exclude the whites, who 
control and possess all the productive wealth 
of the islands, from any participation ia the 
government and from any representation of 
their own important interests. This out- 
rageous scheme was frustrated bya peaceful 
revolution. And now comes President Cleve- 
land, seeking in the most mysterious and se- 
cret manner to reimpose this corrupt and dis- 
solute creature upon the white residents, to 
whom is due all the prosperity of the islands. 
The report of T. C. Porter, Minister of Fi- 
nance, to Blount shows that the native Ha- 
waiians, who pay $1 in every $7 of taxes and 
own one in every seven acres of taxable land, 
held two-thirds of the offices. Another re- 
port made to Blount, emanating from the 
Bureau of Conveyances, shows that of the in- 
corporated interests Americans and Hawaiian 
born Americans own $21,000,000, while all 
others own but $4,750,000. That they mo- 
nopolize the intelligence, education, business 
ability, and progressive public spirit goes 
without saying. To drive these men out of 
representation in the government, to place 
them in a position where they cannot control 
their own interests, and to put ignorance, im- 
morality, and corruption in the place of in- 
telligence, public virtue, and honesty was the 
aim of the Queen. She would not have done 
ithad she not been confident she would be 
sustained by Cleveland. 

There can be but one outcome of this busi- 
ness which will satisfy the American people. 
The provisional government of Hawaii must 
be let alone. It must continue its era of 
peace, good order, and prosperity until such 
time as the islands are ready for annexation, 
and that time will be soon. All the substantial 
and responsible people of the islands are now 
ready for it. The vast majority of the Amer- 

ican people favor annexation. Itis doubtful 
whether in the islands or in this country any 
persons would seriously oppose it except Lili- 
uokaiani, Paramount Blount, and Grover 
Cleveland, 
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AGRI CULTURAL IMPLEMENT WORKERS. 

The head of a Massachusetts manufactory 
of worsted goods has notified the employés 
that if the reductions in duties proposed by 
the Wilson bill are made they must prepare 
for a decided cut in wages, and that this notice 
is given them thus early so that they may 
have abundant time to make ready for what 
is coming. may begin their economies and 
necustom themselves somewhat to privations, 
before the pinch of lower wages actually 
comes. 

It may not be long before the manufact- 
urers of agricultural impiements in this and 
other cities are sending out similar warning 
notices to their employés. The Wilson bili 
places on the free list reapers, mowers, culti- 
vators, thrashers, plows, harrows, and similar 
articles on which duties from 45 per cent up 
are imposed now. As a consequence of pro- 
tection the American manufacturers have 
been enabled to compete successfully with 
foreigners and to pay good wages to theit 
workmen and furnish them steady employ- 
ment. 

The manufacture of agricultural imple- 
ments has become a very important industry 
in and about Chicago. The number of men 
employed last year in the works in this city 
was over 5,600, the value of the product was 
sixteen millions, and the wages paid amounted 
to about four million dollars. How will this 
great industry fare when those who are en- 
gaged in it are subjected, as they will be be- 
fore many months, to the competition of im- 
plements made by the cheaper labor of 
Europe and of Canada? 

When a Canadian-made reaper is offered 
for sale to an American farmer for a lower 
price than the home manufacturer asks he 
will buy the former. If the American manu- 
tacturer decides to mect this competition he 


can do so only by asking no more than, or a 


little less than, his rival. He cannot do 
that without loss unless the labor cost of his 
machine does not exceed that of his com- 
petitor. To equalize that labor cust wages 
must be towered. The wage scale of the 
American workingman must be approximated 
to that of the foreigner. If the Americans 
consent to this cut work goes on, and if not 
it stops. 

The establishments where agricultural 1 
plements are manufactured will go slow. 
They will work off their old stocks, and begin 
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awaits 8 by oe wages in advance of 
the passage of the Wilson bill. They will not 
pay out four million dollars in wages next 
year. Twenty or thirty per cent will be taken 
off that sum. If the ‘employés do not accept 
the reduction they will get nothing. If they 
do accept it they will get about a million dol- 
lars Jess in 1894 than in 1892. 

This is not a pleasant prospect for the em- 
ployés, but they cannot hold themselves 
blameless, 
the fall of 1892 for Cleveland and free trade, 
and they must expect ‘to reap what they 
sowed.

There must 
be no protests and no strikes. They voted 
for lower wages when they voted for Mr.

Gov. Waite has decided to call an extra ses-

vo the call and their representatives were far 
from unanimous in indorsing his wild project. 
In his speech to the smal! convention he al- 
eged that in suspending the free coinage of 
silver the General Government has defaulted 
n its trust and that the individual States have 
she right to coin silver now that the Federal 
authority refuses to do so. He said the rem- 
edy is for each State to enact that the silver dol- 
ar of the United States and of our sister repub- 
ics in North and South America, containing 
aot less than 37144 grains of fine silver, shall 
oe a legal tender at 100 cents each for all 
debts public and private collectible within 
chat State, and that if Colorado should lead 
off in this matter its example would be soon 
followed by others. Those States would com- 
pel its adoption by the National Government 
and that will compel Great Britain also to 
remonetize silver and go to the devil.“ 

This is a bold program truly. It is 
‘State Rights with a vengeance, and ut- 
terly without justification. In the first place 
the Constitution expressly reserves to the 
United States the right to coin mon./, and it 
is held by distinguished jurists that a leading 
reason for this reservation was a desire to pre- 
serve uniformity of the currency in all the 
States. Secondly, the United States has not 
ceased to coin silver. It continues to coin 
subsidiary silver, which is all the silver money 
the people want,and simply has ceased to 
coin si:ver dollars, which are not wanted by 
the American people, since those dollars are 
allowed to pile up in vast numbcrs in the 
National Treasury.

Tun Supreme Court of Pennsylvania has 
rendered a decision which is of great impor- 
tance to banks in that State.

DEMOORATS OF WAYS AND MEANS 
COMMITTEE MAKE OHANGES. 


They Alter Both the Schedules and the 
Administrative Features of the Measure 
and Practically Decide to Report on 
Wednesday Next—Sugar and Income 
Taxes Cause a See-Sawing ofthe Markets 
~Hoatner Says a Caucus Is Assured= 
On Banvkruptey. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Dec. 7.— [Special. —

the Dem members of the Ways and 


ocratic 
Means committee. About forty changes have 
been made in the draft of the bill which was 
given to the public ten days ago. Part of 
these changes relate to the schedules and part 
to the administrative provisions of the law. 
They were in session today, and the corridors 
surrounding the committee-room were filled 
with representatives of Eastern manufactur- 
ing interests, particularly the flax, drug, silk, 
and cotton thread ind ustries. It is practically 
settled that the bill will be reported to the 
House Wednesday next, and general debate 
will begin the following Monday. There is 
also a tacit agreement, so far as the House is 
concerned, that the new tariff law shall de- 
come operative July 1. 

The experts who have been preparing the 
tables showing the effect on the revenues have 
had to make new estimates because of these 
changes. But it is known that on the basis 


would still be $61,000,000 and on 1894 
probably $75,000,000. As to the revenue 
features, in spite of President Cleveland's 
declaration, these are still far from agreed 
upon. 

Messrs. Harter and Outhwaite got about 
fifty Democrats to sign a paper asking the 
committee to put the duty on sugar again. 
But there are a good many more than fifty 
who not only would not sign such a paper 
but who would not support a bill reported by 
the committee if it taxed sugar. Secretary 
Carlisle may leave out any estimates for the 
bounty, yet this will only make the majority 
the more ridiculous, because its bill specitic- 
ally provides for a bounty. The supporters 
of the personal income tax are railying and 
all the members from Georg a. Speaker 
Crisp’s State, have signed a petition asking 
that it be imposed. , 


Democrats Will Force a Caucus. 


Mr. Boatner of Louisiana, who is in charge 
of the movement tu force a Democratic cau- 
cus for the consideration of the tariff bill, as- 
serts most positively this evening that a cau- 
cus will he held. He says although the peti- 
tion for a caucus has not been formally circu- 
lated, Democrats of the House have been can- 
vassed and many more than enough members 
to secure a caucus have signified their willing- 
ness to sign a petition. 

e Democratic members of the Senate 
Committee on Finance held a meeting this 
morning to decide upon the method of deal- 
ing with the tariff bili All the members of 
the majority of the committee were present, 
with the exception of Senator Vance, who was 
absent on account of illness, The meeting 
was merely an informal conference and the 
proceedings consisted of a general discussion 
of the best method for proceeding,in order 
that the tariff bill may be in shape to be ad- 
vanced as rapidly as possible after it shall be 
passed by and reported from the House of 
Representatives. 

A meeting of the full committee will be 
held Monday to decide whether, and if so 
when, hearings shall be granted by the com- 
mittee. There is little doubt that hearings 
will be granted when requested by parties in 
interest. 

It was decided that a comparative state- 
ment should be prepared showing the differ- 
ence between the rates of tariff under the Wil- 
son bill and the existing law, and as soon as 
this is received the committee will begin work 
on the bill independent of the ection of the 
House. From the tenor of the remarks of a 
leading member of the committee the infer- 
ence is drawn that there may be numerous 
changes in the Wilson bill when it is reported 
to the Senate, and it is not without the range 
of possibilities that the entire principle of 
free raw materials may be abandoned or 
modified materially. The opinion of those 
Democratic Senators in position to know the 
disposition of the party is that the bill cannot 
possibly pass the Senate before the last of 
February. 

To Make Up a Comparative Statement. 


The special duty of the subcommittee on the 
tariff of the Senate Committee on Finance, 
which was appointed by Chairman Voorhees 
Monday, eonsistmg of Senators Jones of 
Arkansas, McPherson, Vest, Aldrich, and Alli- 
son, will be the collection of data bearing 
upon the wages and prices of commodities 
under the operations of the tariff laws of the 
country. The sitting of this committee for 
this purpose was authorized under a resolu- 
tion which passed the Senate during the Fifty- 
first Congress, and Senators Aldrich, Allison, 
Jones of Nevada, Harris, and Carlisle were 
then appointed as a subcommittee to handle 
thie question. 

That portion of the Wilson bill which pro- 
vides for the free importation of wool into 
the United States has been received with 
much favor in the Argentine Republic. Min- 
ister Zeballos yesterday received a telegram 
from Buenos Ayres stating thatif the bill 
with the free wool features became a law an 


immensely increased trade with the United 
States from that country would immediately 
result. The Argentine Republic already sup- 
plies the United States with a large propor- 
tion of hides that enter into its commerce, 


ARGUES FOR A BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


Representative Oates Refutes Many Charges 
Against the Provosed Measure. 


‘Wasnixcton. D. C., Dec. 7.— Among the 


today was the annual report of the Quarter- 
master General of the army. The House 
early went into Committee of the Whole to 
consider the resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a joint committee to investi- 
gate the rank, pay, and matters relating to 
the personiiel of employésin the navy.

The considera- 
tion morning hour expired and the bank: 
ruptey bill was taken up. 

Mr. Bailey (Dem., Tex.) spoke in opposi- 
tion to the measure. He favored reasonable 
legislation for those who were unable to pay 
their obligations. There should be a method 
for the cheap, speedy, and equitable distribu- 
tion of an insolvent merchant’s assets among 
his creditors. At the proper time he woul 
offer a substitute for the pending measure 
which would be brief, comprehensive, and in- 
expensive, providing for voluntary bank- 
ruptey. He referred to the growing im- 
pot tance wrongfully given to Federal courts 
and to the remarkable fact that the proposed 
bill made all processes against debtors sum- 
mary. 

Mr. Oates (Dem., Ala.) speaking in favor 
of the bill, said: The public press in some 
instances has declared that this reéstablished 
imprisonment for debt. Asa matter of fact 
the Judge of a court was only authorized to 
detain a debtor when it was shown that he 
proposed removing from the jurisdiction of 
the court. He refuted the assertion that the 
measure Was paternal. The repeal of bank- 
ruptcy laws was invariably due to political 
influence or the instigation of the creditor 


class. 
Mr. Oates quoted from the speech made 
against the bill by Mr. Denson of Alabama 


last month, in which the latter said that the 
only relief which might benefit the debdt-rid- 
den people of this section would be the free 
coinage of silver, Mr. Oates did not think 
that any abundance of silver would benefit the 
poor, as they would have no equivalent to ex- 
cha for silver. Mr. Denson, interrupting, 
said that the price of cotton and commodi- 
ties would be advanced, wages raised, and.an 
increased metallic circulation. distributea 
where it was most needed. 

A mild free coinage discussion followed 
between the Alabama Congressmen, the point 
of difference beimg the ratio, Mr. Oates say- 
ing that when the silver dollar was coined he 
wanted it to be worth a dollar. senti- 
ment in Alabama was largely in favor of free 
coinage and he himself favored it, but Only in 
a way which would be beneficial. At the con- 
clusion of his remarks Mr. Oates gave no- 
tice that when the billis taken up tomorrow

GENERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITAL, 


Wants Statistics on the Employment and 
Earnings of Women and Children. 
WasHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—A proposition in- 
troduced in the House by Mr. McGann (Dem., 
III.) if adopted would start an investigation 
which might take four or five years to complete, 
and would involve the solution,of problems with 
which political economists 8 been vainly 
wrestling—as for instance: tl ect of machin- 
ery upon skilled labor. Mr. McGann’s resolu- 
tions directing the Commissioner of Labor to in- 
vestigate and report upon the conditions attend- 
ing the employment of women and children, 
their wages. earnings, shnitary surroundings, and 
cost of living; the effect of various employments 
upon their health and longevity; what measures 
are taken to protect their physical condi- 
tion, and to protect them from accidents; 
the rate of wages paid them in comparison with 
the rates paid men and the effect, if any, their 
employment has upon the wages and employ- 
ment of men. The Commissioner of Labor is 
also directed to investigate and report upon the 
effect of the use of machinery upon labor and the 
cost of production; the relative productive 
power of hand and machine labor; the cost of 
manual and machine power asthey are used in 
productive industries; the effect upon wages of 
the use of machinery operated by women and 
children and whatever changes in the creative 
cost of products are due to a lack or to a surpius 
of labor. or to the introduction of power. The 
resolutions were referred to Committee on 
Labor, of which Mr. McGann is Chairman. 


Ownership of Mormon Church Property. 


Transcripts were filed in the Supreme Court to- 
day of the records in several cases concerning the 
— 1 of certain real estate which formerly 

longed to the Mormon Church. Under the act 
of 1887 Attorney-General Miller, in 1889, began 
suits in the District courts of Utah for possession 
of real estate the title of which was then heid by 
trustees appointed under the act. The property 
in dispute was described as the Gardom house 
and yard, the Historian’s Home, the Church 
Farm, the coal lands, and the Tithing yard and 
office. The Supreme Court of Utah decided that 
ail this property escheated to the United States, 
except the Historian's Home. Certain individual 
members of the church intervened with a peti- 
tion to have the court declare the parcels in con- 
troversy the property of the church members, 
but this was denied. Both sides appealed. 


How Lieut. Davenport Went Ashore. 


In the records of the court of inquiry, which Lieut. 
Davenport asked in reiation to his conduct while 
executive officer of the Nipsic, wrecked by the 
Samoan hurricane five years ago, Lieut. Purcell, 
one of the witnesses, has given in detail a state- 
ment that as soon as the ship had been beached 
the night of the storm Lieut. Davenport disar- 
rayed himself and filling his mouth with $20 
gold pieces dived from the main-chains of the 
ship and swam ashore. This was after the order 
ae been given to abandon the ship, but an hour 

„fore any of the other officers had left. The 
witness admitted a personai dislike to Daven- 
port and that he nad made a report against him 
to the New York Lacht club, which had resulted 
in the withdrawal of Davenport's application for 
mem bership. 

More Money for Cherokee Strip Appraisers. 


The Secretary of the Treasury today laid be- 
fore the House communications from the Indian 
Bureau and interior Department stating that the 
appropriauon of 55. 000 for. the removal of 7,000 
intruders scattered thronghout the Cherokee 
Strip and the appraisement of improvements 
would not be sufficient. The Cherokee Commis- 
sioners estimate that $7,500 will be necessary. 
lt is stated that uniess the appropriation is made 
by Congress within fifteen days the appraisers 
must suspend work.

TO MEET HIS ADVICES. 


MINISTER THURSTON LEAVES THE 
CAPITAL FOR SAN FRANOISOO. 


— — 


Will Be Ready to Make Any Move His 
Instructions May Make Necessary=— 
Representative Hitt Wants All the Ha- 
waliian Correspondence = Senators De- 
cide They Are Not Culpable in the Giv- 
ing Out of Report - Hesing's Nomina- 
tion Goes to the Senate. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Special.]— 
Minister Thurston started for San Francisco 
this afternoon, leaving the Hawaiian legation 
in charge of Messrs. Hastings and Alexander. 
This course was determined upon by the Min- 
ister after he had called at the State Depart- 
ment and had an informal talk with Secretary 
Gresham. It is tke intention of Minister 
Thurston to be in San Francisco, so that 
he can receive any mail or any 
communications direct from the steamer 
leaving Honolulu, and if it should be neces- 
sary for him to go to the Hawaiian Islands he 
will only bea week in making the journey. 
Nothing had been received at the legation 
prior to the departure of the Minister from 
the steamer expected at Auckland today, and 
it will be Saturday before any information 
can be.received from the islands direct. Mr. 
Thurston will stop in Chicago for a few hours 
on business connected with the Midwinter Ex- 
position. 

Before leaving Washington this afternoon 
he made himself conversant with ail that was 
likely to be done at the Capitol, and learned 
that the House was not likely to engage ina 
discussion of Hawaiian affairs before the mid- 
dle of next week, if then. He heard the Sen- 
ate discussion yesterduy in the public gallery, 

Minister Thurston did not know when he 
left Washington that the revenue cutter Cor- 
win is expected to return from Honolulu just 
as quickly as Minister Willis can prepare an 
answer to the communication which it bears 
from the President, but this is the case. The 
cutter may not be in the harbor twelve hours, 
as the government is in urgent need of advices 
from Minister Willis. It wiil take at least 
three weeks for the Corwin to make the round 
trip. 

Hitt Wants All the Instructions, 

There was a lively and interesting discus. 
sion in the House Foreign Affairs committee- 
room this morning growing out of the reso- 
lution introduced by Representative Hitt, and 
which he improved after reading the action of 
the Senate.

FEAR THEIR OWN LAW 


DEMOORATS MAY TEST VALIDITY OF 
SENATORIAL APPORTIONMENT. 


State Committee to Be Called Together in 
January to Diseuss the Apportionment 
Law and Submit It to Lawyers of 
Frominence—- Position of Both Parties 
Regarding Senatorial Nominations in 
Convention — Farmers’ Alliance Goes 
Over Bodily to the People’s Party. 


The Democrats are greatly alarmed lest the 
Supreme Court of Illinois declare the Sen- 
atorial apportioument illegal and void. The 
Democratic State Central committee will be 
called together early in January in this city 
to discuss this matter. The law will be sub- 
mitted by a committee appointed for that pur- 
pose to the Hon. Lyman Trumbull and several 
other lawyers of pronounced ability. If the 
attorneys, after a full discussion of the law in 
allits bearings, are satisfied of its constitu- 
tionality the Democrats will take no steps to 
have the matter adjudicated. If theattorneys 
are in doubt as to the bill’s legality or are 
not clearor agreed as toits coming within 
the purview of the Constitution, they will 
bring the matter before the Supreme Court 
themselves justas quickly as the necessary 
papers can be drawn. The Democrats can 
afford to take no chances in the matter. Nor 
do they propose to allow any grass to grow 
under their feet. They have been thoroughly 
aroused tothe emergencies of the situation 
and will do all in their power to preserve any 
rights or advantages they have gained. 

They talked of little else yesterday and on 
all hands an expression of fear was heard and 
the apprehension was based on a curious 
ground. 

Democrats in Trouble. 

They were in trouble lest the Republicans 
seriously complicate the situation by delaying 
the presentation of the matter to the Supreme 
Court until the early fall. They thought this 
course of action would not bring about a de- 
cision as to the merits of the bill until near 
election time. Then if the statute be sustained 
they would bein good shape because it isa law 
now, and all legislative nominations must be 
made under its provisions. If it de declared 
unconstitutional late in the fall nothing but 
confusion and trouble would be the result. 
New nominations in the districts as made 
previous to the statute passed in 1893 must 
be made and endless squabbles would ensue. 

The point of all others which the Democrats 
have in mind is time for an extra session of 
the Legislature to reapportion the State into 
legislative districts if the bill be unconstitu- 
tional. Gov. Altgeld will certainly make this 
call if the law be declared null and void. The 
Democrats have a good majority in the Sen- 
ate and a vote or two to spare in the House. 
If the law stands they are satisfied, should it 
be defeated they want to reapportion the 
State a third time to suit thelr own ideas. 
They are watching the Republicans close- 
ly, and the call for the committee meeting in 
January will be issued in the course of a day 
or two. 

That is about the status of affairs among 
the Democrats. Mr. Crafts is the only Dem- 
ocratic lawyer of ability who has closely. ex- 
amined the Senatorial apportionment. . He 
says, after a good deal of deliberation, he is 
of the opinion it would be sustained by the 
Supreme Court as being within the require- 
ments of the Constitution. The Democrats 
are rejoiced to know of Mr. Crafts’ opinion, 
but they want to hear from the Hon, Lyman 
Trumbull and some others. If these gentle- 
men agree with Mr. Crafts the Republicans 
will be left to do the fighting. If there is any 
diversity of opinion or expression of doubt 
they will get some voter to petition the Su- 
preme Court to set the law aside. 

Conventions and Senatorial Nominations. 


The Republicans are not committed to the 
policy of nominating a candidate for the Sen- 
ate in State convention. Some of Mr. Cul- 
lom’s friends want this done, but a majority 
of the men who usually go to Republican 
State conventions are opposed to the idea. 
The Democrats are by precedent pledged to 
that course of action. Their party platform 
of 1892 declared in favor of the election of 
Senators by a direct vote of the people. They 
make the claim that a State convention, made 
up of delegates elected by the Democratic 
voters, is by parity of reasoning the next best 
thing to a direct vote of the people. They are 
irrevocably pledged to the support of the 
444 to nominate a Senatorial candi- 

ate in State convention. They wona Sen- 
ator through the expediency of this plan and 
they will try it again. There is not the least 
doubt in the world of the course they will pur- 
sue. ASenatorial nomination in State con- 
vention seems inevitable. 

A nomination made during the legality of 
the existing apportionment is of some value 
toa Democrat. The State has been outrage- 
ously gerrymandered in the interest of Demo- 
ocratic supremacy. If the Democrats can get 
an election under the existing apportionment, 
all political conditions being equal, they would 
have a good chance of winning another Sena- 
tor. Hard times, depression in grain and 
money markets might defeat them at that, al- 
though the State is virtually in their hands. 
The nomination of a Democratic State con- 
vention under the old law would not afford as 
good a chance of success. The Republican 
Senatorial apportionment made ten gears ago 
is infinitely more fairer and just than the one 
now on the statute books. It is doubtful if 
there would be any great fight among the 
Democrats if they thought the law of 1893 
was unconstitutional and would be so decreed 
by the Supreme Court. ‘They did, it is true, 
elect Gen. Palmer under the old apportion- 
ment, but they had a hard time to accomplish 
that result. The Republicans have better 
than an even chance of carrying the Legis- 
lature of Illinois under the old apportion- 
ment, and would be pleased to get another 
opportunity to attempt this result. The Dem- 
oerats want to make the fignt under the law 
of 1893, or another, probably equally nefuri- 
ous and unfair, made by the present Legisla- 
ture convened in extra session. Such are the 
conditions under whicha game of political 
strategy will be carried on between the Re- 
publicans and Democrats for some months to 
come, 


ALLIANCE IS A POLITICAL BODY. 


Farmers’ Organization Goes Over to the 
People’s Party. 

Topexa, Kas., Dec. 7.—[{Special.]—After a 
stormy session today the State Farmers’ Al- 
liance adopted a new constitution which 
transforms the order into a full-fledged po- 
litical organization. Under the old constitu- 
tion membership was limited to persons 
actually engaged in farming. The new con- 
stitution admits laborers and mechanics of 
all kinds, although it still bars professional 
men. A resolution was also adopted in- 
dorsing the platform of the People’s. party 
approved by the national convention held at 

July 4, 1892. 18

.ance also adopted the plan of State Lecturer

THERE IS HAPPINESS IN HELL. 


Dr. Bolles Promuigates a New Theory of 
Eternal Punishment, 

New York Advertiser: The Rev. Edwin C. 
Bolles, pastor of the Church of Eterna! Hope, 
on West Eighty- first street, delivered a ser- 
mon to his congregation yesterday morning 
in which he put forthe new theory of the 
character of hell, 

He said that in his opinion there was neith- 
er a heaven nor a hell in the general accepta- 
tion of the term. The question has provoked 
considerable discussion recently, and two im- 
portant contributions to literature on the sub- 
ject were made during the present year. The 
most remarkable, and the one to create the 
most widespread sensation, was written by 
a distinguished Catholic theologian and 
entitled Happiness in Hell.” This 
essay contained ideas that were highly 
creditable to the author. According to the 
tenets of the older and sterner church there 
was a hell not only for the wicked who defied 
God's commandments in this life but also for 
others who, through no fault of theirs, were 
unable to fulfill certain conditions. This 
writer in his essay set forth the doctrine that 
the latter class did enjoy a certain happiness, 
and that their greatest misery lay in the fact 
that they — not enjoy the beatific vision. 
Such souls, it was maintained, could be hap- 
py. though the highest happiness was not 
within their reach. 

This sensible and humanitarian view of a 
complex question was severely assaiied by 
other Catholic writers, and the heretical 
mouse was quickly disposed of by the ortho- 
dox cats, so that the world is now aware that 
such is not the doctrine of the Catholic 
Church, 

But there was also contributed to literature 
recently by an American woman a drama 
which gave an idea of heil that was fully in 
accordance with the speaker’s of that most 
dreaded place. It represented a man ina 
dream talking with several of his departed 
ancestors. 

One of these told the young man that he 
was in hell, though there was no such place 
as heaven and hell in the way in which it was 
commonly understood. This man's hell was 
a condition or feeling in which he had no in- 
terest in anything. e felt no enjoyment, 
no ambition, no pleasure, no passions, no de- 
sires. He could go to heaven, he said, if he 
liked, but he had no desire. He was not in- 
terested in anything he might find there or 
anywhere else. 

This picture, Dr. Bolles said, was awful in 
its impressiveness and ought to contain a 
warning 2 evil indulgences and the 
violation of God's laws. What could be more 
appalling than a man alive and yet dead, u 
human being without ambition. enthusiasm, 
desires, or passions, a wicked man who could 
no longer enjoy anything? 

This condition was to an extent exempli- 
fied in club life, in society, and in the gen- 
eral lives of the rich and idle. They have 
exhausted every source of enjoyment and 
tapped all fountains of enthusiasm. The 
Prince of Wales, it is said, has indulged 80 
much in vice and pleasure that he has be- 
come affected to such an extent with ennui 
that hardly anythmg can afford him pleasure. 
New schemes have to be constantly provided 
to stimulate his appetite for pleasure even a 
little. Hell, conclpded Dr. Bolles, was this 
condition carried toits extremity. 
condition without hope, feeling, ambition, or 
desires. one of the most horrible states in 
which any man or woman could be placed. 


ELECTRICITY AS A MOTIVE POWER, 


Successful Experiments in Utilizing It as a 
Propeller for Canalboats. 

Electricity: The experiments in electric 
propulsion for canalboats which were re- 
cently undertaken on the. Erie Canal near 
Rochester call to mind the importance of 
this method of transportation, which it 
is safe to say is not generally ap- 
preciated at its true value. New York’s 
supremacy as a seaport is largely due 
to this waterway connecting it with the great 
lakes, and in order to maintain this position 
it is essential to provide for the constantly in- 
creasing freight traffic in Western produce 
which has already begun to seek outlets 
through other channels, thus diverting from 
the State a large amount of commerce which 
prover facilities would secure to it. 

The average speed attained by cunalboats is 
now about two miles an hour, and the canal 
will probably admit of its being increased to 
four or five miles. The doubling of the rate 
of speed would mean that each boat could 
make twice us many trips during the season, 
double its earnings, and increase the total 
annual tonnage of the canal largely without 
further deepening of the canal. 

It is estimated that .with power from the 
Niagara station the expense of bringing a 
bushel of grain from the wheat fields to New 
York would only be in the neighborhood of 
five cents, and at that price, with the enor- 
mous carrying capacity of the larger canal- 
boats, the shipping of grain from New York 
would be more than quadrupled,witha corre- 
sponding increase in the carrying trade of the 
State. 

The experiments near Rochester indicate 
that electric propulsion is feasible, although 
the conditions of the test were not perfectly 
satisfactory. The steam canalboat used was 
equipped with two twenty-five horse-power 
street railway motors arranged for a pressure 
of 500 volts, and current was supplied from a 
neighboring electrfc railway, but this was, ac- 
cording to the readings on the test, only at 
from 200 to 500 volts, which was an unfavor- 
able condition for the machinery. 

Notwithstanding this circumstance the boat 
attained a speed of nearly four miles an hour 
and no difficulty was experienced with the un- 
der-running street car trollies either in pass- 
ing the lock or rounding the curves. Before 
the start, however, some trouble was found in 
placing the boat in-position under the trolley 
line, and this suggests the use of over-running 
trollies in order to give the boats more free- 
dom of position. 

As a whole, the test may be evnsidcoed asa 
success, as it demonstrated very clearly the 
possibility of this style of propulsion. The 
details of the apparatus were crude and the 
supply of currer.t insufficient, so there is little 
room to doubt that with the apparatus and 
current which would be used in the practical 
application of electricity on boats the greatest 
speed which the canal would allow could be 
easily attained. i 


NEW SOUTH DAKOTA ASSOCIATION, 


It Is Organized to Protect Merchants 


Against Advanced Insurance Rates, 
Huron, S. D., Dec. 6.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. -The Merchants Indemnity Association is 
the name of a new organization formed to 
checkmate insurance companies doing business 
in South Dakota because of the recent advance 
of 20 per cent in rates. The association is com- 
posed of business-men and is for the protection 
of that class only. At its head are men of expe- 
rience and unquestioned integrity, having wide 
acquaintance and large influence throughout the 
State. Advisory boards are being named in ail 
the larger towns and this board will have control 
of the business of the association where located. 
It is expected that the entire State will be cov- 
ered by Ist of January next, when the organiza- 
tion will go into other States. ‘the cost of insur- 
ance by the plan pro will not exceed 25 
per cent of the present rate of old-line compa- 
nies. Merchants are quite enthusiastic and will 
push the enterprise vigorously. W ithdrawals of 
policies from insurance companies will not be 
urged. but many will do so. The new associa- 
tion offers additional protection and is the out- 
growth of the burdensome rates charged by in- 
surance companies.

INDIANAPOLIS FIRE INSURANCE | « 
AGENTS FORM A COMPACT. 


Theirz Companies Have Ratified the Agree- 
ment- Members Cannot Divide Com- 
missions Under Penalty of Expulsion 
and Forfeiture of Companies<—Belief 
That Business Will Be ona Better Pay- 
ing BasiseMilwaukee Insurance War 
Has Not Spread. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 7.—[Special. }—The 
Indianapolis Fire Insurance Compact, which is 
an association of the fire insurance agents of 
this city, has at last been placed in a position to 
control insurance rates. All the agents of the 
city have signed. The agents say that 
all the companies doing business here 
have indorsed the compact. The members are 
sworn to refrain from dividing commissions on 
any insurance premium. Violation of this arti- 
cle subjects the offender to a fine of $50, the sec- 
ond offense being expulsion and the surrender of 
his companies to other agents. Insurance men 
are confident that the agreement will stand and 
the business will henceforth be on a better pay- 
ing basis than heretofore. 


INSURANCE WAR HAS NOT SPREAD. 


Milwaukee Local Agents Seeking Advices 
from Home Companies. 


MMiLwAvuKEE, Wis., Dec. 7.—[{Special.}—The 
insurance war has not spread any more, and 
many of the local agents hope that it may be 
confined to the Continental and Northwestern. 
Today local agents generally were engaged in 
forwarding an explanation of the new turn of 
affairs to the home companies. There is consid- 
erable speculation as tothe advices that will be 
received, though it issomewhat doubtful whether 
the agents will be ordered to go ahead and meet 
whatever reductions are made. It is the inten- 
tion to let the Northwestern deal with the Conti- 
nental for the present at least until the agents 
attempt to encroach upon others. When the 
Continental is detected in grinding rebates and 
accepting renewais at lower than board rates the 
case will be turned over to the Northwest- 
tern. which will call in their policies. The di- 
rectors of thé local board have sanctioned this 
policy. There is another danger threatening the 
situation which may become even more serious 
than the complication between the Continental 
and Northwestern. For some time several of the 
local agents of outside companies have been 
gathering evidence which they claim proves that 
the Milwaukee Mechanics’ bas broken faith with 
the local board by paying more than 15 per cent 
commissions to local canvassers, in some in- 
stances 20 and 25 percent. Besides it is claimed 
as inducements for securing business the Mil- 
waukee Mechanics’ have promised agents Christ- 
mas and New Year's presents. The evidence is 
to be laid before the local board and i t can- 
not control the Milwaukee Mechanics’ several 
local agents will quit the board and employ such 
methods as they please in obtaining business.
